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NAVEL PRORATE 
700 CARS FOR 


WEEK NOV. 9-15 


With a prorate of 700 cars 
for Central California for the 
week, November 9-15, picking of 
navel oranges will be accelerated 
in this district, and will prob- 
ably move into full swing the 
following week in anticipation 
of the “Christmas market.” 

Practically all packing houses 
in this district have started op- 
eration, howeveg, with only a 
100-car prorate for Central Cali- 
fornia this week, picking has 
been light. 

Estimates for the season yield 
are running unofficially around 
15,000 to 16,000 cars for Cen- 
tral California, with sizes gen- 
erally large and with fruit ex- 
pected to be of ‘good eating 
quality.”’ 

Prorate of southern California 
Valencias for the week November 
9-15 has been set at 500 cars, 
which will leave only an esti- 
mated 450 cars to be shipped. 
Arizona prorate for the week is 
60 cars.

Bulletin Subject 


Problems of fall management 
of the family orchard include 
dormant spraying and pruning 
A. D. Rizzi, assistant farm ad- 
visor, says dormant spraying of 
some stone fruits should be done 
earlier {n years when the fall 
rains come early. 

Pest control and pruning meth- 
ods vary with the different trees 
in the home garden. For this 
reason the home gardener has 
more to know about these phases 
of onchard management, than 
the farmer who grows only one 
crop. 

Home gardeners will find a 
new circular-of the Agricultur- 
al Extension service the answer 
to their need for information on 
these subjects. The new booklet 
is well illustrated to show meth- 
ods of pruning and to assist in 
identifying diseases. It also de 
scribes varieties of fruits and 
nuts adapted® to the different 
sections of the state with its 
Many climatic and sgoil condi- 
tions.

COMMENDABLE STEP TAKEN 
TOWARD A HIGH SCHOOL FARM 


Commendable is the action of the Porterville Union High 
School District board in naming a committee to look into the ‘‘pos- 
sibility and feasibility” of a high school farm, for it would seem 
that a school situated in a community that is predominately agri- 
cultural in aspect, should have a farm. 


The ‘committee is composed of school board members and 
so-called ‘laymen’? whose job it will be to determine where a school 
farm might be located and just what type of farm is best suited to 
our situation here. And in connection with location, the idea has 
been brought out that with the great diversity of local agriculture, 
it might be necessary to break the farm into several small plots in 
order to have suitable conditions for major crops of this area. 


And certainly a number of questions will need to be 
answered—the question of finances, of necessary increase in school 
personnel, of just what the aim and goal of activity should be and 
of where the emphasis should lie, 


But answers exist for these and other questions that will 
arise. Problem of the committee is to find those answers and 
from them, work out a practical farm plan for our high school. By 
so doing they will make a notable contribution to the school and 
community.

Spilled ink may not stain your 
carpet if you will immediately 
put salt on the ink spot. Keep 
scooping up and replacing the 
salt as it absorbs the ink. 


Leather furniture can be clean- 
ed by washing with good saddle 
soap and polishing with a good 
leather cream. 


Shabby leather trunks or suit 
cases can be improved in appear- 
ance by applying a mixture of 
linseed oil and vinegar. Prepare 
the mixture by boiling about a 
half pint of the oil (if you can 
get it) in an old pan. When the 
oil has cooled, stir in an equal 
quantity of vinegar, Apply with 
a flannel cloth and polish with 
a soft cloth. Store the mixture 
in a bottle. 


@iscolored bread or meat 
boards may be whitened by rub- 
bing with the inside of a lemon 
rind, then washing with clean, 
warm water. The board should be 
white when it dries. 


Tile may be cleaned by rub- 
bing with a soft cloth dipped 
in a solution formed by two 
lumps of sugar dissolved in the 
juice of a lemon.

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Proper Animal Feeding Is Profitable 
And May Result In a Saving On Grains 


BY ROBERT H. ANDERSON 
Assistant Tulare County Farm 
Advisor 
The present request by our 
government to save has brought 
to light some old, but well-re- 
commended practices that can 
be applied economically in the 

feeding of livestock. 

The practices are not new. 
They have always been more or 
less recommended.and are the 
result of considerable work by 
various agricultural colleges and 
experiment stations. 

BEEF CATTLE 

1. Get more weight on calves 
and yearlings while on grass by 
using protein concentrates such 
as cottonseed meal, cake or pel- 
lets. The greater the weight ob- 
tained on the range, the less will 
be the need for grain later. 

2. Give brood cows enough to 
keep in good breeding condition, 
maintain health and vigor, and 
produce milk to get the most 
weight on the calves. 

3. Don’t allow calves or yearl- 
ings to lose weight. Lost weight 
requires added grain later. 

4. Limit grain in feed lot ra- 
tions. Use maximum roughage, 
amply supplemented with pro- 
tein to insure good gains. 

5. Cut the dry lot feeding per- 

iod to a minimum, selling calves 
and yearlings at a grade of ‘“‘com- 
mercial” of ‘‘good.’’ 
- 6. Don’t waste grain on cull 
animals, Sell culls now - it does 
not pay to carry culls through 
the winter. 

7. Poor and inferior grades 
of cattle should receive no grain. 
Yearlings and mature cattle will 
usually respond and make good 
gains on a mixture of 20% cot- 
tonseed meal and 80% hulls for 
30 to 60 days. 

HOGS 

1. Make maximum use of pas- 
ture for growing pigs and breed- 
ing animals. 

2. Feed ample protein. A 
pound of protein concentrate, in 
the balanced ration, saves 5 to 6 
pounds of grain. 


3. Ample water and freedom 
from parasites and diseases will 
increase efficiency of grains. 

4. Limit market weights of 
young animals to, 200 to 225 
pounds. Older hogs selling weight 


wil] depend on the size of their / 


frames. 

5. Make fast gains by libepal 
feeding. If pigs and fattening 
hogs are hand fed, feed’ every 
day all they will clean up.If 
self feeders are used, the grain 
and protein may be in seperate 
boxes, or in one box containing 
the balanced mixture, The use 
of self feeders will not require 
excessive grain if the hogs are 
fed only to light weights rang- 
ing from 200 to 225 pounds for 
young stock. 

LAMBS 

1. Make mazimum use of pas- 
ture. Lambs can be fattened to 
satisfactory market condition 
economically by grazing on good 
pasture properly supplemented 
by dry roughage, minerals and 
proteins. 

2. Reduce death losses by para- 
site control, avoiding sudden 
feed changes and sudden ex- 
posure to extreme weather con- 
ditions. 

3. Use good quality roughage 
to fill lambs while on green pas- 
ture or in feed lot. 

4. Use little grain in rations. 
More economical gains can be 
made by use of good pastures, 
good quality roughage and a pro- 
tein such as cottonseed meal. 
Less digestive disturbances occur 
when grain is limited. 

5. Do not feed to heavy 
weights. Marketing at 90 to 100 
pound weights increase economy 
of gains, uses less high cost feeds 
and often increases the price 
per pound of lamb sold. 

WORK STOCK 

1. Don’t feed grain to idle 
animals. 

2. In a balanced retion, one 
pound of cotonseed meal replaces 
two pounds of grain. 


3. Sell work animals which are ~ 


seldom needed.

latter point emphasis might be 
placed on teaching of farm skills; 
the farm might be used to feed 
out livestock for shows; it could 
be used as a demonstration cen- 
ter for livestock and* general 
farming techniques or it might 
be set up as a model farm. 
From experience at other 
schools it appears that usually a 
farm has one main project, sup- 
ported by smaller projects that 
relate to agriculture in the com- 
munity. Ideal location for a 
school farm is adjacent to the 
school grounds, however, can be 
conveniently located up to three 
miles from the school ground. 
First project of the local farm 
committee will probably be to 
visit as many school farms as 
possible, gather all possible ma- 
terial relating to the subject 
and attend all meetings that re- 
late to school farms, in order to 
build a background for decisions 
concerning the local setup.
